RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS. 

The river here was rising pretty rapidly yes- 
terday, and last evening there were 7 feet 2 
inches water in the canal and 2 feet 5 inches 
on the falls. The accounts by telegraph and 
mail from above promise a further rise, enough 
water probably to admit boats of a medium 
^size to ascend the falls. Boats which have ar- 
rived at Cincinnati from Wheeling report that 
all the tributaries of the Ohio are running out. 
There were several heavy showers of rain yes- 
terday evening and last night. 

Our latest dates from St. Louis are of Satur- 
day. The Mississippi was then falling. For 
about a week we received St. Louis papers in 
34 hours, via the Ohio and Mississippi Railroad, 
but as the running of trains on that road have 
been suspended owing to the outrages commit- 
ted on it by tearing up rails, and thus endanger- 
ing life and property, the St. Louis mail will 
have to be sent via Chicago. 

The Arkansas river was very low at our last 
dates. 

Steamboat Kentucky Home Sunk.— This new 
sternwheeler, bound from Pittsburg for this 
port, was sunk on Monday night above Carroll - 
ton by coming in collision with the mailboat 
Telegraph No. 3 a^cendins:. The Telegraph 
but little injury. We do not know the 
i of the Kentucky Home. She was on 
her second trip to this city, and her cargo con- 
sisted of a general assortment of merchandise, 
whicb will doubtless be saved, but in a very 
damaged condition. We presume the boat is in- 
sured in Pittsburg, where she is owned. 

Later. — From the officers of the Telegraph 
No. 3, which arrived last night, we learn some 
further particulars. The accident occurred 
about 10 o'clock on Monday night, at Sugar 
Creek. Both boats were backing at the time of 
the collision. The Telegraph struck the Ken- 
*£fekY Home immediately forward of the boil- 
ers, and she sunk to her cabin floor in a few min- 
utes. An Irishman fell from the wheel and was 
drowned. The crew and passengers escaped 
barely in what the) had on. One of the pilots 
rescued two ladies and children by cutting a 
hole in the hurricane deck. Nothing of the 
freight was saved except some few articles on 
the hurricane deck. The officers of the Tele- 
graph say that by this morning the water will be 
over the hujAcane deck of the wreck, and that 
the boat will probably be a total loss. The 
captain and clerk of the Kentucky Home have 
gone to Cincinnati. 

The Telegraph had her cabin forward dam- 
aged some, and a good many glasses broken. 
After the accident she romained by the wreck 
and a half, rendering all the assistance

Fort Smith, Ark., July 14, 1855. 
Messrs. Editors:— The "gold fever" is at an 
end — at least for the present. Letters have been 
received here from authentic and reliable sour 
ces that give the bubble it a effectual quietus. — 
One gentleman Lieut. N. B. Pierce, of the 7th 
U. S. Infantry, writes that not far from Grand 
river he had met with a party of near 800 per- 
sons, having with them 80 wagons and teams 
on their return home to Missouri. They had 
found part of Pool's company. Pool is the man 
who professed to have discovered the "placer." 
They had been to "Red Fork," and for mile; 
along it had li<erally "tore the earth open" ii 
their fruitless search for the yellow dust. Pool, 
with some others, had gone farther on, with the 
resolution to follow up the stream to its head, if 
their provisions would hold out; but those re 
turning were completely satisfied "the farther 
you went the worse you would fare." 

Two men who were on their way out from 
Clarksville, Ark., reached here late last night 
on their way home; they state that in the Indian 
country they met hundreds of persons from Mis- 
souri and Arkansas returning from the "mine*," 
all of whom pronounced the whole affair a hum 
bug. One small party, that they fell in with, 
had found a few dollars' worth of gold in the 
bed of some creek, a mere trifle and evidently 
brought there by the current when the stream 
was high. Being satisfied that to go on would 
not pay, they turned back with the returning 
parties. 

Now, as to whether the precious metals do 
really exist in the Indian country northwest of 
this, there can be but one answer, and that an 
affirmative one; notwithstanding the result of 
this attempt to find them, which, by-the bye, 
did not originate here, but in the vicinity of 
Springfield, Mo. Gold must exist somewhere 
in the country of the Creek Indians, as these 
people have been repeatedly known, and by in 
telligent persons, to have it in small lumps and 
scales, just as taken from the earth; one of them, 
a few months aj:o, exhibited to several persons 
a small quantity in his possession, the value of 
which was estimated to be over $100. In th«- 
Cherokee country, near Tahlegnah, is a silver 
mine, believed to be very extensive, and known 
to be rich, application to work which was twice 
made to the National Council (by the laws of 
the Cherokees all mines are the exclusive pro- 
perty of the Nation) by members of the tribe, 
but the permission was not granted. 

In short, the Indians will not tell, even when 
they know just where the metals are to be found, 
as they say the result would be that the whites 
would at once take possession and drive them 
off— for the same reason they will not suffer 
mining among themselves. It is duly too prob- 
able that they truly foresee what consequences 
would follow, were the white men to discover 
the exact locality of the coveted treasure. But 
chance, or some of the thousand daily occur- 
ring incidents and accidents of life, will yet re- 
veal the secret. 

Yesterday afternoon our town was visited by 
a heavy storm of wind and rain. Much damage 
was done; trees and fences scattered like chaff ; 
a number of our most substantial buildings un- 
roofed, and some of the merchants suffered dam- 
age to their goods, from the torrents of rain that 
poured down the upper stories. Five horses 
were killed by a stroke of lightning. The wind 
has utterly prostrated the corn crop. 

Sale of Free Negroes. — On Monday last, the 
first day of the July term of Fauquier county 
court, two negro men, who had been freed about 
a year ago, were sold, in compliance with a pre- 
vious order of the court, for remaining in the 
Commonwealth contrary to law. These ne- 

froes were emancipated by the will of John 
Idmonds, deceased, formerly of Culpepper 
county, but, after tasting of the sweets of free- 
dom, they voluntarily returned and asked to be 
sold as slaves — for the privilege of remaining 
in the Commonwealth. — Va. Sentinel, 26th. 



Failure of a Cotton Factory in Geor- 
gia. — A correspondent of the Charleston News, 
at Sparta, Georgia, writes: 

A large cotton factory has been in operation 
here about three years, Dut is now about being 
closed, and to-day will probably terminate its 
existence. It unpleasantly reminded us of the 
fate of a similar enterprise which so signally 
failed after a brief career in our own city. Why 
is it so? It would seem to be reasonable, at 
least, that. s'irrrmmfed with the raw material, 
uuencumbeied with the cost of transportation 
to Northern cities, Southern manufactories 
shouldnot only compete, but successfully main- 
tain a higher position thanlhose so far removad 
from the cotton-growing region. But so tt is,

The Clay Monument.— We fear, that, in 
i of political excitement, the impor- 
of a national monument to the 
of our venerated statesman is not re- 
ceiving that amount of public attention to which 
it is entitled. 

A meeting of the subscribers was called to- 
gether at Lexington for the 25th ult., at which 
not one dozen out of several hundred 
were present; and we are astonished to find that 
the result of that meeting was to throw over 
the deliberate decision of the committee of the 
12th April last, upon no other grounds what- 
ever than that Mr. Hamilton's plan of a monu- 
ment would exceed the sum at present in hand 
which is something under $5<i,0u0. The reso 
"That, the design of the reonu- 
by the committee exceeding 
the means of the Association, it is not approved 
and the whole subject is referred back to the 
directory to report a design not e: 

We confess we are at a loss to comprehend 
the meaning of so strange and sudden a deter 
mination. At the meeting of the 12th April 
it was, after the chairman had distinctly stated 
the amount of funds in hand, that the commit- 
tee proceeded to select a plan which they con- 
sidered in every way best adapted to the pur 
pose. They decided after discussing the ques- 
tion of cost — which was uistinctly set foith in 
the architect's report— and upon the full con- 
viction, in which we concur, that there would 
be no difficulty whatever in raising the extra 
sum necessary, especially when it is known 
that the whole of the money in hand has, with 
very few exceptions, been raised in Kentucky 
only. Can any one doubt that, if the remainder 
of the United States were as actively canvassed 
as our own State has been, a sum of money 
could be raised among them all equal to what 
Kentucky has given? 

When this association was first organized, it 
was proclaimed to the world that we were to 
have some Mausoleum erected upon a colossal 
scale; and upon the faith of this noble enter- 
prise subscribers came forward liberally with 
their money, and instructions were actually 
issued to artists, giving them a latitude of $100,- 
000. Our bereavement was then recent; the 
national heart was bleeding for the loss of a 
great statesman and patriot; and no monument 
couid then be suggested sufficiently grand to 
commemorate the virtues of the god-like man 
we were all deploring. Can it he possible that 
two short years have sufficed to dispel that con- 
centrated enthusiasm which was felt for Henry 
Clay throughout the length and breadth of this 
vast continent? Will it be said that New York, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Ohio, Virginia (his 
birth-place), and every State in the Union, 
which a few ? hort years ago turned out their tens 
of thousands of population to welcome the "Sage 
of Ashland," wherever he went, with acclama- 
tions and feelings akin to adoration— can it be 
possible, we ask, that these States, if canvassed 
to-day, would refuse to give, united, the sum of 
$40,000 or $50,000 for a National Monument 
to his memory? The proposition is simply ri- 
diculous, and we believe not one word of it. 

Were the result of this last meeting at Lex- 
ington an index of the wishes of the subscri- 
bers, deeply as we should regret it, we should 
not feel ourselves at liberty to make any com- 
ments. As the matter stands, however, we are 
persuaded that It is by no means their verdict. 
It is simply the work of two or three individu- 
als who had collected a large number of proxies 
to vote which way they pleased, while the 
great mass of subscribers are in utter ignorance 
of the true point at issue. Nor do we see how 
the individual wishes of the subscribers can be 
obtained. The subscribers consist, we believe, 
of some 400 or 500 gentlemen, scattered over 
the face of the country. How can they be 
called together? The meeting at Lexington, 
duly advertised, proves the utter impracticabil- 
ity of such a scheme. To avoid this evident 
difficulty, a committee, composed of some of 
the leading gentlemen of our own and other 
States, were selected on purpose to examine 
and decide upon a plan. They did examine and 
decide, and Mr. Hamilton's plan was the one 
preferred to all others. We have not a list of 
the names by us, but the committee comprised 
such gentlemen as Gov. Powell, Hon. Garrett 
Davis, Judge Robertson, Messrs. Larz Ander- 
son of Cincinnati, Gratz of Lexington, Z 
Collins Lee of Baltimore, and many others — all 
present upon the occasion. One would imag- 
ine, and the subscribers must have fully expect- 
ed, that the decision of this committee would 
be final and binding, or, to say the least of it, 
entitled to very great weight and respect, or 
why appoint them atallj 

It appears, however, that there was a defect- 
ive clause in the charter of the Association, re- 
ferring back the decision of the committee to the 
whole body of subscribers; whom, as we have 
shown before, there is no possibility of calling 
together, to decide upon the matter. The effect 
of this bad arrangement has been, therefore, to 
transfer the whole affair from a duly qualified 
committee into the hands of one or two gentle- 
men acting as a sort of self-appointed commit- 
tee, who, with the proxies they have been col- 
lecting, can at any time control the entire Asso- 
ciation, and who, at the Lexington meeting, ac- 
tually did succeed in overthrowing a plan which 
had been fairly selected, and which, we are per- 
suaded, would have been ratified by the subscri- 
bers could their votes have been individually ta- 
ken upon the subject. 

May we not fairly presume that many who 
sent their proxies to the chairman were under 
the impression that they were, in doing so, up- 
holding the verdict of the committee? Were 
any of the gentlemen who sent their proxies to 
, aware that, so far from 
of the 



directly opposed to it, and had for months been 
advocating another scheme? Did they know 
that this same design which he is advocating 
was actually brought up for examination on the 
12th of April, and that it met with such a storm 
of ridicule as to be immediately rejected? 

We think the clause in the charter to which 
we have alluded very unjust to the successful 
artist, going so far as even to withhold his pre- 
mium when his plan has ben universally deci- 
ded to be the best. We don't believe that any 
artist, if apprised before hand of having to pass 
through so unusual and unequal a struggle, 
would have tempted to embark his time, labor, 
and money in such a contest. We are persuad- 
ed, moreover, that it puta an amount of irre- 
sponsible intluence in the htinds of one individ- 
ual (a most worthy gentleman), which was 
never contemplated by the Association, and 
which cannot but be unsatisfactory to them- 
selves and the publio generally. 

Respecting the plan selected by the commit- 
tee, we have already passed our unbiased opin- 
ion. Willing as we are to be guided by their 
mature decision, we think their selection exhib- 
its much taste and judgment; and, if they 
chanced to overlook any better design, we can 
only say it must indeed have been a very splen- 
did scheme. 

It behooves the subscribers to look narrowly 
into this matter, and without delay. Not only 
should they inquire into the way in which their 
proxies were counted at Lexington on the 25th 
but also devise some active means for caiv 
vassing those States which have not yet contri- 
buted one iota of their share in this national tin 
dertaking. It is lamentable to see so many pub- 
lic works marred at their very outset by inad- 
vertencies, false arrangements, petty jealousies, 
&c.j and we earnestly hope the subscribers will 
devise some practical mode of reviewing the 
decision of theii committee so as to secure us a 
monument worthy of the great man to whom it 
will be dedicated, and creditable to the taste and 
gratitude of our people. 



I. O. O. F. — Statistics of the Order in 
Kentucky.— During the year ending June 30, 
1855, the Independent Order of Odd Fellows re- 
port a membership of 5,556.

Cholera at the Lexington Asylum. —

A short time ago we announced the fact that 
the cholera had entirely disappeared from our 
city; but since that time it has reappeared at the 
Lunatic AsyUm in a very malignant form; and 
during the last week there have been forty deaths 
at the ins'itution, several of whom were attend- 
ants. There has also been some cholera in the 
city, but it has been confined almost exclusive-, 
ly to Irish laborers and negroes, who must cer- 
tainly bring it upon themselves by imprudence 
in eating, as it does not attack all classes indis- 
criminately as it did in '33 and '49. Of course 
there are a few exceptions, but very few. We 
find it impossible to procure all the names of 
those who have died, or we would certainly 
furnish them to our readers as has been our usu- 
al custom heretofore. 



We have received a communication 
from a gentleman who was on the Telegraph 
No. 3 at the time of the collision between her 
and the steamer Kentucky Home. He says : 

It is impossible to say how many lives were 
lost, but I am certain there were several. — 
Among the passengers taken from the deck 
were five mothers with infant children, four of 
whom were taken from the water. I can assure 
you it was a heart-rending sight to witness the 
distress. I saw a mother clinging to a rope with 
four smah children hanging on to her, begging 
her not to let them be drowned. Most of the 
passengers were destitute of clothing, baggage 
and money. Mr. John Wilson, and other offi- 
cers of the Telegraph No. 3, deserve unlimited 
thanks for their kindness to the distressed. The 
Telegraph rounded too alongside the wreck, 
and rendered every assistance in her power, and 
did not leave the wreck until they had done all 
that could possibly be done. 

The officers of the Telegraph volunteered to 
furnish the suffers with what money they want- 
ed, and also to take them to Cincinnati and re 
turn with them to Louisville to-morrow. 

At a meeting of the passengers of the Tele- 
graph No. 3, W. C. Carr, of Memphis, was 
called to the chair, and J. B. Sheridan appoint 
ed Secretary. These gentlemen then took up a 
collection of $45 23, which was distributi " 
among the sufferers.

B. Le Brun, the architect, fixed the stone in its 
place with a silver trowel, and handed the trowel 
to his honor Mayor Conrad, who completed the 
ceremony. The mayor then delivered an elo 
quent speech to a large audience, notwithstand 
ing a heavy rain.

Congress Hall, Saratoga Springs, 
July 27, 1855. 

I have concluded to write you concerning a 
little affair that came off this morning at this 
place. It appears that yesterday several Irish, 
atf Congress Springs, were insulted bv a negro 
man; they all attacked him and gave the negro 
a severe drubbing. This morning early, a mob 
of about thirty negroes, said to be from the 
United States Hotel, marched down to the 
spring, when one of them snatched a glass from 
a lady and began drinking. The agent of White 
& Co. was soon present, and under great excite- 
ment threatened to shoot the first negro that 
touched another glass. Things looked for a 
few moments quite serious, but seeing the de- 
termination of the agent, they concluded to 
beat a retreat, and if they had won no honor in 
such a contest, they could console themselves 
thai none were killed or wounded. 

But, seriously, Mr. Editor, where are we drift- 
ing to at the North? When will the worship of 
uiggerdom cease among us? Well may we ex- 
pect such things, when many among us are al- 
ways ready to make a hero of the first runaway 
negro they see, and to consider him a little bet- 
ter than a white person. It is only a few days 
since the owners of Congress Spring had a small 
out-house burnt down on their premises; had 
the wind been blowing high, and from the south 
at the time, Congress Hall would have been 
burnt down. The cause of this is plain. The 
owners of Congress Spring do not allow blacks 
to drink from the same glasses as the whites; 
there are metal goblets at the spring for the use 
of the blacks; this does not suit the "free and 
equal doctrines" of modern saints; hence the 
gentlemen from Africa consider their social and 
civil rights not quite so sacred as their especial 
friends would have t ein imagine. It is gene- 
rally thought here that the owners of the spring 
have acted right not to permit the negroes to 
intrude on and push aside women and children, 
which would soon drive visitors away from the 
place. 

St. Louis, July 30. 
Advices from Salt Lake to May 29 mention 
that business is dull. The prospect for crops, 
owing to the dry weather and grasshoppers, 
continued poor. 

Mr. Holman, District Attorney of the United 
States for Ucah, was at South Platte, en route 
for Washington as bearer of dispatches from 
Col. Steptoe to the War Department. They 
met no Indians or whites until they reached 
Sweet Water. There they found a party of 
Mormons exploring for gold. They were 
damming and turning the bed of the river. 

A letter from a gold seeker, about 150 miles 
from the party near Devil's Gate, says he has 
found large quantities of silver. One man in 
the vicinity took $40 of gold in a day. Gold 
has also been discovered on Medicine Bow 
stream, southwest of Fort Laramie. 

Two hundred Arapaho Indians encamped a 
short distance from this river, but are peacea- 
ble. They say, if war takes place between the 
Sioux aud troops, they will join the stronger 
party. 

A war party of Sioux at La B mte Cree k, 50 
miles above Fort Laramie, were waiting the ar- 
rival of the troops, and said, if they did not ar- 
rive within ten days, they will kill every white 
man between Laramie and Devil's Gate. 

Met several trains of Mormons between Fort 
Kearney and the Blues. They are Texas trains, 
and have lost 30 by cholera. All the rest are 
healthy. 

Gov. Reeder, in copy of his answer to Secre- 
tary Marcy's last letter to him, furnished to the 
Lawrence Tribune, says, in relation to the 
charge of purchase of half-breed lands in Kan- 
sas: He purchased no such lands. He thinks he 
has been treated unfairly because the President 
called on him for a defence against a charge of 
violating rules which are not specified, and asks 
for a specification.

"July 10, lat. 47 deg. 38 min., Ion. 45 deg. 57 
min., fell in with and picked up a small boat 
from the Portuguese fishing-schooner Asorao, 
from Lisbon, fishing on the Banks. The boat 
contained two men ; the mate, who had been 
with them, died two days previously. They re- 
port — 28th June, in lat. 45 deg., Ion. 50 deg., 
seven boats left the schooner for the purpose of 
fishing, when a thick fog came on and they lost 
sight of the schooner, and had been drifting 
about twelve days, when picked up by the Louis 
Napoleon. They had plenty of provisions in 
the boat, but had had no water for three days.

NEWS ITEMS. 
Drowned. — A German shoemaker named Hen- 
ry Heal was accidentally drowned in the Ken- 
tucky river, just above the wire bridge, at 
Frankfort, on Tuesday morning. He and an- 
other had gone to bathe. Neither of them could 
swim more than a few strokes. The deceased 
plunged in off a raft to swim to shore, the dis- 
tance being not more than 12 or 15 feet, and the 
water some 10 feet deep. He sank immediately, 
and there was no one there who could give him 
any assistance. His body was not recovered 
until the afternoon. 

Waltton Escaped — Geo. W. Walston, who 
was in the Anderson county jail, awaiting re- 
moval to the penitentiary, escaped on Saturday 
evening last, and has not yet been retaken or 
heard of. The court of appeals, to which his 
case had been carried, had affirmed the judg- 
ment against him, but, owing to a defect in the 
law, the mandate could not be entered in the 
circuit court except in term time, and this was 
the occasion of his long retention in the county 
jail.

Jane Bodao, who was declared a lunatic, but who cannot be 
admitted into the Lexington asylum in consequence of the prev- 
alence of cholera in that institution, was sent to the poor- 
house. 

Com'th by Andrew O'Fallin vs. Patrick Garrarty, peace war- 
rant. This was an Irish quarrel, in which three women took a 
part. The Judge was vexed bow to dispose of this case. He 
suspended the warrant, as one of the parties named Smith had 
not been found, with a notification that if they could not keep 
peace among themselves he would send all of them, men as well 
as women, to the workhouse.

Baltimore, Aug. L 

New Orleans papers of Thursday are re- 
ceived, which give details of a month's later 
news from Mexico. 

The principal item is the proposition of Santa 
Anna to grant a constitution or organic law to 
the people. All the papers are discussing the 
subject, but only in the abstract. One of the 
resolutions adopted by the people of the State 
on the subject is as follows: 

Th^ Republican Representative form ought 
to be adopted, fixing corresponding guarranties 
and combining various parties in such a manner 
as to insure stability and public repose. 

Senor Don Louis Rivas has been appointed 
Minister to Washington. He was to leave in the 
war-steamer lturbide. But doubts are expressed 
as regards Bis destination being to Washington. 

The relations of the American Minister with 
the Mexican Government continued -uspended. 
Mr. Gadsden had quarreled with the Mexican 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

The news from the revolutionists is contra- 
dictory, as usual. 

New York, Aug. L 
The papers of this morning contain an affida- 
vit from Jane Johnson, one of Mr. Wheeler's 
slaves recently abducted at Philadelphia, stating 
that she always wished to be free and meant to 
be whenever she came north.
